They  accompanied  Him  I'roni 
place  to  place,  he.ird  Illm  preach  and  saw  His 
miracle^.  He  hat!  instructed,  counselled  and  com- 
forted them  ;  and  with  nil  their  waywarihiess  they 
loved  Him.  Iscariot  excepted.  They  thought  that  He 
was  (,'oinK  to  stay  here  always,  lint  when  He  told 
t'lem  that  He  was  };"i">!  away  to  leave  them  in  the 
world,  they  became  very  sad  .and  sorrowful.  Then  He 
promised  to  send  llieiu  another  Comforter  that  would 
abide  with  them  forever.  The  Comforter  promised  is 
the  Holy  Ghost,  proceedinj;  from  the  Katlier  and  the 
Son.

II.— Christ's  Promise  Fulfilled 

The  laithiul  assembly  of  pravinj;  men  and  women 
waited  patiently  for  ten  days.  Thev  were  lionnd  to 
set  the  promised  blessing,  and  fnllv  believed  that 
they  woiild  set  it.  It  is  probable  enuUf;li  that  flesh 
and  blood  told  them,  more  than  once,  that  thtv  had 
waited  loiifj  enon-h.  that  it  was  time  to  "iv'<-  up. 
^evertheless  they  persevered.  'rh<-  promised  "itt 
was  a  Divine  amf  Heavenly  one. 

On  the  tenth  day  Christ's  promise  was  ful- 
filled to  them.  It  was  the  day  of  I'enteoost,  the  first 
<ay  of  the  week,  wliirli  is  the  Christian  .Salibath  or 
the  I.ord  s  Day. 

I'entecost  was  one  of  ii,c  three  o,eat  Jewish 
festivals  and  lasted  but  one  dav.  I'entecost  is  a  Creek 
word  and  means  litty  (davsi.  It  occnrs  oiilv  in  the 
New  lestanient.  In  the  Old  Testament  it  ii  called 
the  least  of  Weeks  and  the  ["east  of  Harvest  The 
Jews  hold  th.it  the  I'east  of  I'enterost  wasinslitnled  to 
commemorate  the  );ivin<;  of  the  law  on  Mount  .Sinai 
and  some  commentators  have  adopted  their  view 
lint  this  cannot  be  proved,  and  the  fact  that  no  men- 
tion was  made  of  it  when  the  feast  was  instituted  nii- 
ht.ites  greatly  against  it.  i  .See  I.ev.  L':i  Ch. )  This 
sreat  feast  was  celebrated  at  the  close  of  the  wheat 
harvest,  as  a  public  thanksxivins  to  Cod  for  tlie 
iKinnties  of  His  I'rovidence.  The  I'Vast  of  Weeks 
occurre<l  at  the  end  of  seven  weeks  from  the  second 
day  (It  the  I'assover,  and  hence  I'.fty  davs  after  the 
Passover  Sabbath. -d.ev.  •_':!  :  |.\  Hi.,  fhese  weeks 
were  the  harvest  time  in  Palestine,  correspondin"  to 


our  May  with  some  <l;iys  i)(  April  and  June.  It  lK;;ini 
with  the  offerin);  of  the  first  siicaf  of  the  l)arlcv  harvest 
ill  the  Passover,  ai)<l  ended  with  the  ofieriiij;  of  the 
first  two  loaves  of  the  wheat  liarvest.  Tlie  flour  was 
to  be  tliat  of  the  land,  and  the  loaves  leavene<l.  The 
offerins;  of  these  loaves  was  the  disliiiKiiishinji  rite  of 
Pentecost.  Thev  were  waved  liy  the  I'riest  before  the 
Lord  ;  and  was  an  occasion  of  j^reat  rcjoicinj;.  Free 
will  ofIerinj;s  were  made  to  the  l,<ird,  accordiiij;  as 
the  Lord  had  liles'-ed  Iheni.  It  was  the  second  of  the 
three  areuX  Jewish  festivals.  All  the  faniilv.  the 
stranger,  the  orphan  and  widow,  ai.d  the  leviles  feast- 
ed and  rejoiced  together.  Kverythinj;  was  done  on  a 
liberal  scale.  How  sij;niticant  the.se  loaves  were  of 
Christ  the  bread  of  life,  waved  In  the  preachinR  of  the 
(iospel.  They  were  the  first-fruits  of  the  w  heat  harvest. 
Christ  is  the  f;rain  of  wheat  that  fell  into  the  yronnd, 
died,  and  bore  nnich  fruit  He  <lied  but  aro.se. 
Pentecost  also  occmred  on  the  fiftieth  day  after  Christ's 
resurrection.  IX-voiit  Jews  from  every  countrv  in  the 
world  came  home  to  atten<l  this  <;reat  feast,  and 
Pro.selytes  from  all  s;enlile  nations—whence  ihert  was 
a  Kitat  concourse  of  people  in  Jerusalem,  speakint; 
many  laiisua;;es. 

While  the  little  llock  Her_'  still  eii.t;,i,;;ed  in  praver 
and  supplication,  suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from 
Heaven  as  of  a  rushiuH;  mijjhty  wind,  which  Tilled  the 
house  where  they  were  silting'.  This  was  the  maimer 
of  the  Comforter's  coming.  He  came  in  a  wonderful 
and,  no  doubt,  in  an  unexpected  way.  The  soiiiul 
came  from  Heaven  and  filled  die  house.  The  mightv 
wind  showed  power,  yea,  an  tinseen  power.  Th'e 
Hi)ly  Spirit  is  compareil  to  three  of  the  four  elements 
of  nature,  namely,  wind,  tire,  and  water;  l)ut  not  to 
the  earth.  In  ills  powerful  operation  here  He  is 
compared  to  the  wind.  The  wind  moves  and  blows, 
and  in  this  shows  energy  and  power.  Phen  the  wind  is 
.'ibsolnte  in  its  operations  and  movements,    .ind    so  is

co-equal  to  the  l'"alher. 

When  Satan  captured  the  whole  world  tliroindi 
the  fall  ol  man,  the  Holv  Spirit  had  not  much  place  in 
It.  Satan  the  evil  spirit  came  to  dwell  in  the  world, 
and  move  to  and  fro  in  it.  The  I  lolv  Spirit  was  still 
stnvniK  »ith  men,  but  was  not  seen  in  the  world  anv 
more  till  He  descended  on  Christ  at  His  Uaptisin. 

'I'li.t.Son  proceeded  from  the  Father  onlv,  lint  the 
Holy  Spirit,  the  Comforter,  proceeded,  and  proceeds 
from  the  Father  and  the  .Sou.  He  is  spoken  of  iii 
Scripture  as  Ihe  Spirit  of  the  Father,  and  the  Spirit  of 
Christ.  He  is  al.so  called  the  Spirit  of  Triilli,  the 
Holy  Spirit,  the  Holv  Clhost  and  the  Comforter  liolh 
the  Father  and  the  Son  are  revealed  where  the  Ib.lv 
Spirit  is,  and  there  they  put  forth  their  power. 

The  Holy  Spirit  <lescended  upon  Christ  in  liodily 
shape  at  His  liaplisni  .\nd  Jesus,  when  Me  was 
baptized,  went  up  stiaiyhtway  out  of  the  water,  and 
lo,  the  Heavens  were  opened  unto  Him,  and  He  saw' 
the  Spirit  descending  like  a  dove  and  lisjlitiiis;  upon 
Him.  Christ  as  the  Son  of  C.od  needed  not  the  Spirit, 
but  he  had  become  man,  and  as  .Meditator  He  needed 
the  Holy  Spirit  with  Him  in  His  work.  It  was  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  He  was  goiu-;  to  preach,  cast  out 
devils,  and  impart  spiritual  life  unto  men.  He  receiv- 
ed gifts  for  men.

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The  persons  of  tlu-  hlesscd  ;iml  glorious  'rrinity 
are  not  seperate  in  the  work  of  redemption,  thonuh 
each  perfornnnt;  a  <hsthict  part.  The  Katlier  was  with 
the  Soil,  as  Christ  said  :  "I  am  not  alone,  because 
the  Father  is  with  me."— Jiio.  Hi :  ;W.  The  only  ex- 
ception to  this  was  the  time  when  Christ  was  stifferiiie 
111  the  room  of  sinners,  when  the  Father  hid  His  fare 
from  Him.  Hut  this  was  necessary,  because  the  work 
was  Kiveii  to  Christ  to  pert,  i,  that  the  nlorv  of  the 
work  miKht  be  His  own.  Ihe  awful  cloud  of  our 
sins  enveloped  Christ  for  a  little  while,  and  the 
Father  s  wrath  fell  on  Him  for  the  sills  of  others.  Hut 
Clirist  made  an  end  of  the  sins  of  believers  and  the 
cloud  of  sin  vanished  forever.  Then  came  to  Him  the 
sunshine  of  the  K;,lher's  favor  for  all  eternity  .'\nd 
yet  in  the  hour  of  His  siifferiims  there  was  a  sense  in 
whicli  the  Father  was  with  Him.  The  Father  was  iu- 
tere.sted  in  His  .Son  personally  and  in  the  work  He 
was  accomplishins;.  The  Father  is  glorified  in  the 
work  of  the  .Son.  and  the  Son  in  the  woik  of  the 
Spirit.  All  the  three  persons  are  lejoirinjr  h,  e.ich 
other's  work.  No  part  of  creation  or  reileiiiptioii  is 
subordinate,  but  of  e(|iial  iiuporlance. 

The  Comforter  then  appeareii  as  Hanies  of  lij;lil, 
or  Iniriiinj;  lire,  siKnifyiiiK  the  nature  of  ihe  work  lie 
was  to  do,  and  His  power  to  do  it.  Fire  has  a  pnrifx- 
iiiK  power.  Cold  is  refined  in  the  fire.  The  Hoiy 
Spirit  purifies  ns  ;  consumes  our  dross.  Of  our  sins 
He  mak-s  an  end  by  sanclifvinj;  ns  whollv.  As  fire  iiii- 
oarts  heat,  :\ie  Spirit  imparts  ztal  to  believers,  makiiii; 
them  zealous  of  o(,„d  works  and  the  cause  of  Christ. 
As  the  hre  };ives  li};ht,  so  the  Spirit  jjives  spiritual 
liRht.  (.reat  is  the  darkness  of  siii.  an<l  .sin  has  made 
niankiiid  ignorant,  stubborn  and  wicked.  The  Holy 
Spirit  imparts  knowledKeof  Cod  and  of  ourselves.  The 
Spirit  puts  all  Pivine  graces  into  our  souls,  and  makes 
us  anew,  'Ihiis  believers  are  made  Christ-like, 
\\  here  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is  not.  there  is  but  spiritual 
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(lealli,  CDiriiptidii  and  sin  ;  hut  «li,rc  tiir  I  Inly  Spirit 
is,  tlitre  is  j  «■,  peacf,  love,  spiritual  lltV,  piiritv  aii(i 
Imliiiess. 

Christ  liad  btloro  the  (lav  ot  I'cnlccdsi  hieatlifil 
(111  His  disciples  and  said  iiiilo  tiieiii,  leceivc  ye  tlic 
H(j|y  ("ilii.st.— JiKi.  •.'()  :  -J-j:.  This  was  but  an  eiirnest 
of  what  they  would  soon  receive.  Id  him  that 
hath,  more  will  he  yiven.  This  token  lie  jjave  tiiem 
ere  His  ascension  to  ^lory.  This  cheered  and  coiii- 
forted  them,  and  sjave  them  an  earnest  desire  ior  the 
I'nlness  of  the  Spirit. 


III.— The  Work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 

Tin;  faithful  little  llock  who  were  an.\io»sly  wait- 
ing were  tilled  will  the  Holv  (Ihost.  The  Coniforter 
caiiiL  to  lliem  in  ai;  i  lis  l)less«d  powers,  and  the  lirst 
result  was  that  they  spoke  with  tor.Kiies.  I'he  theme 
of  those  filled  with  the  Holy  Cliost  was  the  wonderful 
works  of  (Jod.  All  who  were  waiting  for  the  fulfil- 
ment of  Christ's  promise  were  filled  with  the  Spirit, 
probalily  one  hundred  and  twentv.  and  they  bejjan  to 
speak  of  the  wonderful  works  of'C.od.  Tlie  wnnder- 
fnl  works  of  dod  here  mentioned  were,  no  donln  the 
Redemption  by  Christ  ;  llie  f;reat  salvation  He  had 
accomplished  for  men,  the  prescious  blood;  the  for- 
giveness of  sin,  and  all  the  }{lorious  blessings  of  the 
C.ospel.  They  praised  .111(1  magnified  (lod  for  those 
KTeat  things,  and  exhorted  and  in.'.tructed  others 
earnestly,  weepinj;  tears  of  jov,  with  o.\clamations  of 
jiraises  to  Clod.  This  is  the  outcome  of  the  spirit  in 
the  hearts  of  men.  When  I'eter  preached  in  Corn- 
elius' house,  those  on  whom  the  Holv  Spirit  fell  spoke 
with  toiis;nes  and  niaKnifi(?d  Cod.'  When  Kliza- 
beth  was  filled  with  the  Holv  (.host  she  spoke  out 
with  a  lond  voice;  and  .Marv  said,  iiiv  soul  doth 
magnify  the  Lord,  and  my  s|)irit  hath  rejoiced  in  Cod

5  •  ""  "But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
loiiK-suRering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness, 
teniperance."  What  beautiful  fruits  !  How  blessed 
are  those  bearing  them.  They  truly  live  to  the  praise 
of  Ood,  and  are  beautiful  in  His  sight.  Me  sees  n<> 
iniouity  in  Jacob  nor  perverseness  in  His  spinUinl 
Israel.  The  Comforter  glorifies  Christ.  He  receives 
of  His.  Ood  the  Father  glorified  His  Son  in  Heaven, 
and  God  the  Spirit  on  earth.  All  the  gifts  and  graces 
of  the  Spirit;  all  that  the  Spirit  bestows  upon  the 
Church  came  through  Christ.  The  Father  gave  them 
t.  Chri  t  as  the  reward  of  His  obedience  and  suffer- 
ings, aud  Christ  entrusts  them  to  the  Spirit  to  bestow 
nimn  His  people.     But  Christ  purchased  them  all. 

When  a  soul  is  saved  and  renewetl  by  the  llijly 
Spirit  (lod  is  glorified.  Another  bright  one,  in  the 
image  of  Christ,  begins  to  moves  Heavenward.  1  he 
kingdom  of  God  is  increased.  Then  there  is  rejoic- 
ing in  Heaven  over  sinners  converted  and  returning. 
The  Spirit  makes  Christ's  work  effectual  by  applying  to 
us  the  redemption  purchased  by  the  Divine  Saviour. 
The  Three  Persons  of  the  Trinity  rejoice  in  each 
other  ;  and  in  the  salvation  of  list  sinners.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  resist  the  Holy  Ghost,  Christ  said  to  the  Jews, 
ve  do  always  resist  the  I  lolv  Ghost.  When  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  grieved  away  He  will  then  return  no  more. 
He  may  indeetl  stay  long  and  endure  much  belore  Me 
finally  leaves.

They  were  all  praising  and  hless- 
iiiK  CkkI  and  exhortlii};  others.  They  were  .ill  at 
work  preacliinj,',  pralslnj;.  and  bapiizhi};.  There  was 
plenty  to  do,  and  they  were  able  aiul  willinj;  to  do  it. 

„  Tl.'<^  Comforter,  the  Holy  Cho'l  is  possessed  of 
all  divine  attributes,  lie  is  omiiipolnit,  that  is,  pos. 
sessed  of  nihnite  power.  The  literal  meaning  of  this 
word  IS  all  power.  He  is  omniprcsciil ;  that  is,  present 
everywhere.  He  is  onmi.scient,  that  is,  He  has  all 
knowledge.  These  attributes  are  divine  powers  and 
beloiijt  not  t(>  a  created  beiii};.  All  divine  powers  be- 
long; equally  to  each  person  of  the  Holv  Trinity.  The 
Holy  Spirit  is  not  simply  an  iiifluenre,'  as  some  have 
supposed  but  a  person.  He  wills  and  works  where 
and  how  He  wills.  He  takes  of  the  things  of  Christ 
and  presents  them.  .\  person  onlv  can  exercise  a 
will.  I  hat  which  any  person  (jf  the  Trinitv  wills  and 
proposes,  is  the  will  and  purpose  of  all  Three  Persons 
I  hey  are  in  perfect  harmonv  in  all  thint^s  and  ran 
never  difTer  in  anything.  They  are  perfectly  one  in  all 
thiiiKS.  W  hat  the  .Spirit  wills,  the  Rather  and  the  Son 
wills.      Their  wills  move  and  act  tofjelher,  beiiij;  one. 

The  Comforter  is  called  the  Spirit  of  Triitli 
which  proceedelh  from  the  Katlier.— Jno.  |.->  ■  •>(•,  l  he 
rays  of  the  siin,  which  radiate  from  il  do  not 
separate  from  the  sun,  but  are  ever  one  with  if  so  the

/\p<)stles  to  speak  and  wri'e.  and  work  mir.icles.  -The 
work  of  the  Spirit  testified  of  Christ,  and  still  testifies 
I  he  work  ot  the  Spirit  proves  Him  divine,  and  that 
He  who  sent  Him  is  none  other  than  the  Soil  of  C.od

How  blessed  it  is  to  be 
Go.l's  spiritual  children,  vo  speak  in  the  Spirit  is  the 
best  tongue.  None  can  do  this  but  those  in  whom  the 
Hol>  Spirit  dv^ells.

They  were  praying 
for  a  revival,  and  in  God's  good  time  and  way  it 
came  It  was  a  i'entecostal  blessing.  C.od  loves  to 
answer  the  prayers  of  His  people,  yoniig  and  old.
